The restoration of comparative tranquillity in that Territory 
furnishes the means of observing calmly, and appreciating at 
their just value, the events which have gecurred ee the 
discussions of which the gove the Territory has been 
the subject. 

We perceive that controversy concerning its future domestic 
institutions was inevitable ; that no human prudence, no form 
of legislation, no wisdom on the part of Congress, could have 





because in the organization of the Territories of Nebraska and 
Kansas, Congress abstained from imposing restraints upon 
them to which certain other Territories had been subject, 
therefore disorders occurred in the latter Territory, is emphat- 
ically contradicted by the fact that none have occurred in the 
former. 

Those disorders were not the consequence, in Kansas, of the 
freedom of self-government, conceded to that Territory by 
Congress, but of unjust interference on the part of persons 
not inhabitants of the territery. Such interference, wherever 
it has exhibited itself, by acts of insurrectionary character, or 
of obstruction to processes of Inw, has been repelled or sup- 
pressed, by all the means which the Constitution and the laws 
place in the hands of the Executive. 

In those parts of the United States, where by reason of the 
inflamed state of the public, mind, false rumors and misrepre- 
sentations have the greatest currency, it has been assumed 
that it was the duty of the Executive not only to suppress in- 
surrectionary movements in Kansas, but also to see to the 
regularity of local elections. It needs little argument to show 
that the President has no such power. 

All government in the United States rests substantially upon 
popular election. The freedom of election is likely to be im- 
paired by the intrusion of unlawful votes, or the exclusion of 
lawful ones, by improper influences, by violence, or by fraud. 
But the people of the United States are themsclves the all- 
sufficient guardians of their own rights, and to suppose that 
they will not remedy, in due season, any such incidents of civil 
freedom, is to suppose them to have ceased to be capable of 
self-government. 

The President of the United States has not power to inter- 
pose in elections, to see to their freedom, tocanvass their votes, 
or to pass upon their legality in the Territories any more than in 
thé States. If he had such power the goverament might be re- 
publican in form, but it would be a monarchy in fact ; and ifhe 
had undertaken to exercise it in the case of Kansas, he would 
have been justly subject to charge of usurpation, and of violation 
of the dearest rights of the people of the United States. 

Unwise laws, equally with irregularities at elections, are in 
periods of great excitement, the occasional incidents of even 
the freest and best political institutipns. But all experience 
demonstrates that in « country like ours, where the right of 
self constitution exists in its completest form, the attempt to 
reme.ly unwise legislation by a resort to revolution, is totally 
out of place; inasmuch as existing legal institutions afford 
more prompt and efficacious means for the redress of wrong. 

I confidently trust that now, when the peaceful condition of 
Kansas affords opportunity for calm reflection and wise legisla- 
tion, either the legislative assembly of the territory, or Con- 
gress, will see that no act shall remain on its statute-Book vio- 
lative of the provisions of the Constitution or subversive of 
the great objects for which that was ordained and established, 
and will take all other necessary steps to assure to its inhabit- 
ants the enjoyment, without obstruction or abridgement, of all 
the constitutional rights, pri@ileges, and immunities of citizens 
of the United States, as contemplated by the organic law of 
the Territory. 

Full information in relation to recent events in this Territory 
will be found in the documents communicated herewith from 
the Departments of State and War. 








I refer you to the report of the Secretary of the Treasury 
for particular information concerning the financial condition of 
the government, and the various branches of the public service | 

connected with the Treasury Department. 

During the last fiscal year the receipts from customs were, 
for the first time, more than 264,000,000, and from all sources, ! 
$73,918,141 ; which, with the balance on hand up to the Ist of 
July, 1855, made the total resources of the year to amouat te 
$92,850,117. 

The expenditures, including three million dollars in execn- | 
tion of the treaty with Mexico, and excluding sums paid on! 
account of-the public debt, amounted to sixty million one! 
hundred and seventy-two thousand four hundred and one dol- | 
Jars; and, including the latter, to seventy-two million nine | 
hundred and forty-eight thousand seven hundred and ninety- 
two dollars, the payment on this account having amounted to 
twelve million seven hundred and seventy-six thousand three 
hundred and ninety dollars. 

On the 4th of March, 1853, the amount of the public debt 
was sixty nine million one hundred and twenty-nine thousand | 
nine hundred and thirty-seven dollars. There was a subse- 
quent increase of two million seven hundred and fifty thousand | 
dollars for the debt of Texas—making a total of seventy-one | 
million eight hundred and thirty-seven dollars. 

Of this the sum of forty-five million five hundred and twenty- | 
five thousand three hundred and nineteen dollars including | 
premium, has been discharged, reducing the debt to thirty 
million seven hundred and thirty-seven thousand one hundred | 
and twenty-nine dollars; all which might be paid within a! 
year without embarrassing the public service, but being not 
yet due, and only redeemable at the option of the holder, can-, 
not be pressed to payment by the government. 

On examining the expenditures of the last five years, it! 
will be seen that the average, deducting payments on ac-! 
count of the public debt and ten millions paid by treaty to 
Mexico, has been but about forty-eight million dollars. It is | 
believed that, under an economical administration of the gov- | 
ernment, the average expenditure for the ensuing five years | 
will not exceed that sum, unless extraordinary occasion for its j 
increase should occur. 

The acts granting bounty lands will soon have been execut- 
ed, while the extension of our frontier settlements will cause a; 
continued demand for lands and augmented receipts, proba-, 
bly, from that source. These considerations will justify a re-! 
duction of the revenue from customs, so as not to exceed | 
forty-eight or fifty million dollars. Ithink the exigency for 
such reduction is imperative, and again urge it upon the con- 
~sideration of Congress. 

The amount of reduction, as well as the manner of effect- 
ing it, are questions of great and general interest ; it being es- | 
sential to industrial enterprise and the public prosperity, as ; 

well as the dictate of obvious justice, that the burden of taxa- | 
tion be made to rest as equally as possible upon all classes, and | 
all sections and interests of the country. 

I have heretofore recommended to your consideration the re- 
vision of the revenue laws, prepared under the direction of | 
the Secretary of the Treasury, and also legislation upon some | 
speciai questions affecting the business of that department, 
more especially the enactment of a law to punish the abstrac- 
tion of official books or papers from the files of the govern- 
ment, and requiring all such books and papere and all other 
public property to be turned over by the out-going officer to 
his successor; of a law requiring disbursing officers to! 
deposit all public money in the vaults of the treasury 
or in other legal depositories, where the same are conveni- 
ently accessible ; and a law to extend existing penal provis- 
fons to all persons who may become possessed of public money 
by deposite or otherwise, and who shall refuse or neglect, on 
due demand, to pay the same in the treasury. I invite your 
attention anew to each of these objects. 


The army during the past year has been so constantly em- 
ployed against hostile Indians in various quarters that it can 
can scarcely be said, with propriety of language, to have been 
a@ peace establishment. Its duties have been satisfactorily 
performed, and we have reason to expect, as a year’s opera- 
tions, greater security to the frontier inhabitants than has been 
hitherto enjoyed. 

Extensive combinations among the hostile Indians of the 
Territories of Washington and Oregon at one time threatened 
the devastation of the newly-formed settlements of that remote 
portion of the country. From recent information we are per- 
mitted to hope that the energetic and successful operations 
conducted there will prevent such combinations in future, and 
sécure to those Territories an opportunity to make steady pro- 
gress in the development of their agricultural and mineral re- 
sources. 

Legislation has been recommended by me on previous oc- 
casions to cure defects in this organization, and to increase the 
efficiency of the army, and further observation has but served 
to confirm me in the views then expressed, and to enforce on 
my mind the conviction that such measures are not only pro- 

r but necessary. 

I have, in addition, to invite the attention of Congress to a 
change of policy in the distribution of troops, and to the ne- 
cessity of providing a more rapid increase of the military ar- 
mament. For details of these and other subjects relating to 
the army, I refer to the report of the Secretary of War. 

The condition of the navy is not merely satisfactory, but ex- 
hibits the most gratifying evid of i d vigor. As it 
is comparatively small, it is more important that it should be 
as complete as possible in all the elements of strength; that 
it should be efficient in the character of its officers, in the 
zeal and discipline of its men, in the reliability of its ordnance, 
and in the capacity of its ships. 

In all these various qualities the navy has made great pro- 

#8 within the last few years. The execution of the law of 

ngress, of February 28, 1855, “to promote the efficiency of 
the navy,” has been attended by the most advantageous re- 
sults. The law for promoting discipline among the jnen is 
found convenient and salutary. 

The system of granting an honorable discharge to the faith- 
ful seamen on the expiration of the period of their enlistment, 
and permitting them to re-enlist after a leave of absence of a 
few months, without cessation of pay, is highly beneficial in its 
influence. The apprentice system recently adopted is evident- 
ly destined to incorporate into the service a large number of 
our countrymen hitherto so difficult to procure. 

Several hundred American boys are now on a three years? 
cruise in our national vessels, and will return well trained sea- 
men. Inthe ordnance department there is a decided and 
gratifying indication of progress creditable to it and to the 
country. The suggestions of the Secretary of the Navy, in re- 
gard to further improvement in that branch of the service, I 
commend to your favorable action. 

The new frigates ordered by Congress are now afloat, and 
two of them in active service. They are superior models of 
naval architecture, and with their formidable battery add 
largely to public strength and security.

partment in favor of a still further increase of our naval force.

not merely incompatible with the main 
object of the treaty, but opposed even to its express stipula- 
tions. Oceasion of controversy on this point has been removed 
by an additional treaty, which our minister at London has con- 
cluded, and which will be immedialely to the Senate 
for its consideration, Should the proposed supplemental ar- 
rangement be concurred in by all the parties to be effected by 
it, the objects contemplated by the original convention will 
have been fully attained. 

The treaty between the United States and Great Britain, of 
the 5th of June, 1854, which went into effective operation in 
1855, put an end to causes of irritation between the two coun- 
tries, by securing to the United States the right of fishery on 
the coast of the British North American provinces, with advan- 
tages equal to those enjoyed by British subjects. Besides the 
signal benefits of this treaty to a large class of our citizens en- 
gaged in a pursuit connected to no inconsiderable degree with 
our national prosperity and strength, it has had a favorable 
effect upon other interests in the provision it made for recipro- 
cal freedom of trade between the United States and the British 
provinces in America. 

The exports of domestic articles to those provinces during 
the last year amounted to more than twenty-two millions of dol- 
lars, exceeding those of the preceding year by nearly seven 
millions of dollars; and the imports therefrom, during the same 
period, amounted to more than twenty-one millions of dollars— 
an increase of six millions upon those of the previous year. 

The improved condition of this branch of our commerce is 
mainly attributable to the above mentioned treaty. 

Provision was made, in the first article of that treaty, for a com- 
mission to designate the mouths of rivers in which the com- 
mon right of fishery, on the coast of the United States and the 
British Provinces, was not to extend. This commission has 
been employed a part of two seasons, but without much pro- 
gress in accomplishing the object for which it was instituted, in 
consequence of a serious difference of opinion between the 
commissioners, not only as to the precise point where the rivers 
terminate, but in many instances as to what constitutes a river. 
These difficulties, however, may be overcome by resort to the 
umpirage provided for by the treaty. 

The efforts perseveringly prosecuted since the commence- 
ment of my administration, to relieve our trade to the Baltic 
from the exaction of sound dues by Denmark, have not yet 
been attended with success. Other governments have also 
sought to obtain a like relief to their commerce, and Denmark 
was thus induced to propose an arrangement to all the Euro- 
pean Powers interested in the subject; and the manner in which 
her proposition was received, warranting her to believe that a 
satisfactory arrangement with them could soon be concluded, 
she made a strong appeal to this government for temporary 
suspension of definite action on its part, in consideration of the 
embarrassment which might result to her European negotiations 
by an immediate adjustment of the question with the United 
States. This request has been acceded to, upon the condition 
that the sums collected after the 16th of June last, and until 
the 16th of June next, from vessels and cargoes belonging to 
our merchants, are to be considered as paid under protest and 
subject to future adjustment. There is reason to believe that 
an arrangement, between Denmark and the maritime powers of 
Europe on the subject, will soon be concluded, and that the 
pending negotiation with the United States may then be resumed 
and terminated in a satisfactory manner. 

With Spain no new difficulties have arisen, nor has much 
progress been made in the adjustment of pending ones. 

Negotiations entered into for the purpose of relieving our 
commercial intercourse with the Island of Cuba of some of its 
burdens, and providing for the more speedy settlement of local 
disputes growing out of that intercourse, have not yet been at- 
tended with any results. 

Soon after the commencement of the late war in Europe, this 
government submitted to the consideration of all maritime na- 
tions, two principles for the security of neutral commerce: one 
that the neutral flag should cover enemies’ goods, except arti- 
cles contraband of war; and the other, that neutral property 
on board merchant vessels of belligerents should be exempt 
from condemnation, with the exception of contraband articles. 
These were not presented as new rules of international law; 
having been generally claimed by neutral, thoug& not always 
admitted by belligerents. One of the parties to the war—Rus- 
sia—as wel! as several neutral powers, promptly acceded to 
these propositions; and the two other principal belligerents,

The present condition of the Isthmus of Panama, in so far 
as it regards the security of persons and property passing over 
it, requires serious consideration. Recent incidents tend to 
show that the local authorities cannot be relied on to maintain 
the public peace of Panama, and there is just ground for ap- 
prehension that a portion of the inhabitants are meditating fur- 
ther outrages, without adequate measures for the security and 
protection of persons or property having been taken, either by 
= State of Panama, or by the general government of New 
Granada, 

Under the guaranties of treaty, citizens of the United States 
have, by the outlay of several millions of dollars, constructed 
a railroad across the Isthmus, and it has become the main 
route between our Atlantic and Pacific possessions, over which 
multitudes of our citizens and a vast amount of property are 
constantly passing—to the security and protection of all which, 
and the continuance of the public advantages involved, it is 
gma for the government of the United States to be indif- 
ferent. 

1 have deemed the danger of the recurrence of scenes of law- 
less violence in this quarter so imminent as to make it my duty 
to station a part of our naval force in the harbors of Panama 
and Aspinwall, in order to protect the persons and property of 
the citizens of the United States in those ports, and to insure 
to them safe passage across the Isthmus. And it would, in 
my judgment, be unwise to withdraw the naval forces now in 
those ports, until, by the spontaneous action of the republic of 
New Granada, or otherwise, some arrang nt shall 
have been made for the protection and security of a line of in- 
ter-oceanic communication so important at this time, not to the 
United States only, but to all other maritime States, both of 
Europe and America. 

Meanwhile, negotiations have been instituted by means of a 
spial commission, to obtain from New Granada full indemnity 
for injuries sustained by our citizens on the Isthmus, and satis- 
factory security for the general interests of the United States. 

In addressing to you my last annual ge, the i 
seems to me an appropriate one to express my congratulations 
in view of the peace, greatness, and felicity which the United 
States now enjoy. To point you to the state of the various de- 








partments of the government, and of all the great branches of 
the public service, civil and military, in order to speak of the 
intelligence and the integrity which pervades the whole, would 
be to indicate but imperfectly the administrative condition of 
the country, and the beneficial effects of that on the general 
welfare. Nor would it suflice to say that the nation is actual- 
ly at peace at home and abroad; that its industrial interests 
are prosperous; that the canvas of its mariners whitens every 
sea; and the plow of its husbandmen is hing steadily on- 
ward to the bloodless conquest of the continent; that cities and 
populous States are springing up, as if by enchantment, from 
the bosom of our western wilds, and that the courageous energy 
of our people is making these Uuited States the great republic 
of the world. 

These results have not been attained without passing through 
trials and perils, by experience of which, and thus only, nations 
can harden into manhood. Our forefathers were trained to the 
wisdom which conceived, and the courage which achieved, in- 
dependence, by the circumstances which surrounded them, and 
they were thus made capable of the creation of the republic. 
It devolved on the next generation to consolidate the work of 
the revolution, to deliver the country entirely from the influ- 
ences of conflicting transatlantic partialities or antipathies, 
which attached to our colonial and revolutionary history, and 
to organise the practical operation of the constitutional and le- 
gal institutions of the Union. 

To us, of this generation, remains the not less noble task of 
maintaining and extending the power of the United States. We 
have, at length, reached that stage of the national career in 
which the dangers to be encountered, and the exertions to be 
made, are the incidents, not of weakness, but of strength. In 
our foreign relations we have to attemper our power to the less 
happy condition of other republics in America, and to place 
ourselves in the calmness and conscious dignity of right by the 
side of the greatest and wealthiest of the empires of Europe. 
In our domestic relations we have to guard against the shock 
of the discontents, the ambitions, the interests, and the exn- 
berant, and, therefore, sometimes irrecular impulses of opinion, 
or of action, which are the natural product of the present po- 
litical elevation, the self-reliance and the restless spirit of en- 
terprise of the people of the United States. 

I shall prepare to surrender the executive trust to my suc- 
cessor, and to retire to private life with sentiments of profound 





gratitude to the good Providence which, during the period of 
my administration, has vouchsafed to carry the country through 
many difficulties, domestic and foreign, and to enable me to 





Great Britain and France, having consented to observe them | 
for the present occasion, a favorable opportunity seemed to be | 
presented for obtaining a general recoguition of them both in | 
Europe and America. 

But Great Britain and France, in common with most of the 
states of Europe, while forbearing to reject, did not affirmative- 
ly act upon the overtures of the United States. 

While the question was in this position, the representatives 
of Russia, France, Great Britain, Austria, Prussia, Sardinia, 
and Turkey, assembled at Paris, took into consideration the 
subject of maritime rights, and put forth a declaration contain- 
ing the two principles which this government had submitted, 
nearly two years before, to the consideration of maritime pow- 
ers, and adding thereto the following propositions: “Privateer- 
ing is and remains abolished,” and “Blockades, in order to be 
be binding, must be effective, that is to say, maintained by a } 
force, sufficient really, to prevent access to the coast of the en- 
emy;” and to the declaration thus composed of four points, two 
of which had already been proposed by the United States, this 
goverument has been invited to accede by all the powers rep- 
resented at Paris, except Great Britain and Turkey. 

To the last of the two additional propositions—that in relation 
to blockades—there can certainly be no objection. It is mere- 
ly the definition of what shall constitute the effectual invest- 
ment of a blockaded place, a definition for which this govern- 
ment has always contended, claiming indemnity for losses where 
a practical violation of the rule thus defined has been injurious 
to our commerce. As to the remaining article of the declara- 
tion of the conference of Paris, “that privateering is and re- 
mains abolished”—I certainly cannot ascribe to the powers rep- 
resented in the conference of Paris, any but liberal and philan- 
thropic views in the attempt to change the unquestionable rule 
of maritime law in regard to privateering. Their proposition 
was doubtless intended.to imply approval of the principle that 
private property upon the ocean, although it might belong to 
citizens of a belligerent State, should be exempted from cap- 
ture; and had that proposition been so framed as to give full 
effect to the principle, it would have received my ready assent 
on behalf of the United States. 

But the measure proposed is inadequate to that purpose. It 
is is true that if adopted, private property upon the ocean 
would be withdrawn from one mode of plunder, but left exposed, 
meanwhile, to another mode, which could be used with in- 
creased effectiveness. The aggressive capacity of great naval 
powers would be thereby augmented, while the defensive abili- 
ty of others would be reduced. Though the surrender of the 
means of prosecuting hostilities by employing privateers, as 
proposed by the conference of Paris, is mutual in terms, yet in 
practical effect, it would be the relinquishment of a right of lit- 
tle value to one class of states, but of essential importance to 
another and a far larger class. It ought not to have been an- 
ticipated that a so inadequate to the accomplishment 
of the proposed object, and so unequal in its operation, would 
receive the assent of all maritime powers. Private property 
would be still left to the depredations of the public armed 
cruisers. 

I have expressed a readiness on the part of this government 
to accede to all the principles contained in the declaration of 
the conference of Paris, provided that relating to the abandon- 
ment of privateering can be so amended as to effect the object 
for which, as is pr d, it was i led, the immunity of 
private property on the ocean from hostile capture. To effect 
this object, it is proposed to add to the declaration that “pri- 
vateering is and remains abolished,” the following amendment: 
“And that the private property of subjects and citizens of a 
belligerent the high seas, shall be exempt from seizure by 
the public afmed vessels of the other belligerent, except it be 
contraband.” This amendment has been presented not only 
to the powers which have asked our assent to the declaration to 
abolish privateering, but to all other maritime States. Thus 
far it has not been rejected by any, and is favorably entertained 
by all which have made communication in reply. 

Several of the governments regarding with favor the propo- 
sition of the United States, have delayed definitive action upon 
it, only for the purpose of consulting with others, parties to the 
conference of Paris. I have the satisfaction of stating, howev- 
er, that the Emperor of Russia has entirely and explicitly ap- 
proved of that modification, and will co-operate in endeavoring 
to obtain the assent of other powers: and that assurances of a 
similar purport have been received in relation to the disposi- 
tion of the Emperor of the French. 

The present aspect of this important subject allows us to 
cherish the hope that a principle so humane in its character, 
so just and equal in its operation, so essential to the prosperity 
of commercial nations, and so consonant to the sentiments of 
this enlightened period of the world, will command the appro- 
bation of all maritime powers, snd thus be incorporated into the 
code of international law. 

My views on the subject are more fully set forth in the reply 
of he Secretary of State, a copy of which is herewith transmit- 

, to the communications on the subject made to this govern- 
ment, especially the communication of France. 

The government of the United States has at all times regard- 
ed with Triendly interest the other States of Ame: formerly 
like this country, European colonies, and now independent 
members of the great family of nations. But the unsettled 
condition of some of them, distracted by frequent revolutions, 
and thus incapable of regular and firm internal administration, 
has tended to embarrass occasionally our public intercourse, by 
reason of wrongs which our citizens suffer at their hands, aud 
which they are slow to redress. 

Unfortunately it is against the Republic of Mexico, with which 
it is our special desire to maintain a good understanding, that 
such complaints are most numerous; and although earnestly 








urged upon its attention, they have not as yet received the con- gr 


sideration which this government had a right to expect. While 
reparation for past injuries has been withheld, others have been 
added. The political condition of that country, however, has 
been such as to demand forbearance on the part of the United 
States.

The programme of this day's jubilee, being 
the second of the railroad festivities, was as

If the ‘‘men of 
war’? had proposed to follow the scriptural in- 
junction, to beat their swords into ploughshares 
and their spears into pruning hooks, we would 
gladly have gone to see such a glorious victory, 
and flung our cap as high as the moon, in honor 
of such a consummation of true glory. 

As for the ball—we had seen enough of such | 
‘«speros,”’ on a small scale, to enable us to pity, | 
in advance, the unfortunate bipeds, whether 
gents or ladies, who should put themselves into | 
such a vortex of squeezed humanity as that) 
would probably be. We therefore concluded to! 
ramose the whole of them ; and taking our hat| 
and staff, sallied out in quest of the Secretary of | 
the Board of Agriculture of Canada East, Wm. 
Evans, Esq., whom we found at his rooms, No. 
35 Notre Dame street, and a ‘‘fine old English | 
gentleman,”’ he is, too. We soon became ac-| 
quainted, and during the interview we obtained | 
many valuable facts in regard to Canadian Ag- 
riculture, and were kindly put upon the track to 
obtain many more. So we will turn our backs 
upon the outside pageants that other visitors, 
tortured themselves to see, and take a hasty | 
glance at what supports the whole world—peace- | 
able and sinless Agriculture, as it is in Canada. 

It may startle some of our ‘‘down east’’ Yan- 
kees, when we tell them that Canada appropri- 
ates and devotes fifty-two thousand dollars eve- 
ry year for the support and encouragement of 
Agricultural Societies. Will the universal yan- 
kee nation think of-that? <A British Province 
devoting fifty-thousand dollars per year to en- 
courage its agricultural societies! ‘And what 
good will it do?’ asks Squire Narrowsoul. You 
will find out ere long what good it will do. She 
begins to feed you already : look at the wheat, 
and the flour, that she sends among you, the 
amount of which is daily increasing ; and this 
encouragement and stimulus thus given to her 
farmers will soon put her ahead of us all, unless 
we bestir ourselves, and take good cfe that we 
do not become lubbers in the race. As apropos 
to this subject, and to prove that our view of 
the case is a correct one, we will beg leave to 
quote some statistics, comparing the increase of 
the productions of Canada with those of the 
United States, made by a writer, not long ago, 
in the Rural New Yorker :— 


‘*As a grain-growing section, Canada can lay 
full claim to the honor of being one of the prin- 
cipal granaries of the world. e obtain from 
the census the following figures relative to the 
culture of wheat, corn, and oats :— 

In the year 1851 the wheat crop in Upper 
Canada was 12,682,550 bushels. In the last 
ten years the growth of wheat in the whole of 
the United States increased 48 per cent., and 
that of Canada in the same period increased 400 

cent. In Indian corn the increase in the 
States for ten years was 56 per cent., and in 
Canada 163 per cent. Of oats the increase in 
the same length of time has been in Upper Can- 
ada 133 per cent., against 17 per cent. in the 
States. Nor is the increase alone in this de- 
partment of farm economy. The gains of cat- 
tle, sheep and swine have been in about the 
same ratio. From facts taken from the last cen- 
sus reports of Canada and the States, (taken 
within a year of each other,) it appears that 
Canada far exceeds the most productive State in 
the Union in wheat, peas, rye, barley, oats, hay, 
buckwheat, hemp, flax, hops, maple sugar, and 
potatoes. While thus saps the produc- 
iveness of the soil, it may not be amiss to look 
a little at the resources of our Canadian neigh- 
bors, and see what the coungry is made of. 

Canada was formerly composed of two Prov- 
inces, the Upper and Lower, or now known as 
the Eastern and Western, consolidated into one. 
This Province extended in length from the coast 
of Labrador to the Western extremity of Lake 
Superior, 1,600 miles with an average breath of 
230 miles, being nearly three times as large as 
Great Britain and [reland. 1t contains an area of 
about $350,000 square miles, diversified with 
broad lakes, gigantic rivers, fertile farms, dense 
forests, smiling villages, and large cities. Its 
population at the present time is about 2,000,- 
bod. The soil of the Western Province is un- 
surpassed by any for its fertility.’’ 

Here we are compelled to ‘‘lay on our oars,”’ 
until next week, when we shall conclude the 


story of our wanderings in Canada.

NEW POSTAL ARRANGEMENT. 

Important To THOSE Writine TO CaLirornta. 
Many who write letters to California are not 
aware that a simple, but at the same time most 
affective system of registration has been sanc- 
tioned by the Post Office Department, which 

laces it in the power of the person by whom a 
etter is written to render the safe, as well as 
speedy delivery of the same, a matter of almost 
absolute certainty, in all cases where the person 
for whom the letter is intended is anywhere in 
the Pacific region, and is willing to take letters 
out of the post office. Circulars, describing the 
system, were recently sent to many of the prin- 
cipal post offices; but so many mistakes have 
been made by those disposed to avail themselves 
of the advantages of the plan, that the depart- 
ment has authorized the issuing of several thou- 
sands of slips to the first-class offices, upon 
which the system is described so plainly that a 
child may understand it. 

It — —— in sending to the New York 
Post Office a slip o r, upon which is co 
pied the cthnes of is’ elem gen have just r 4 
agony in the mail. Theslip of paper should 

cut to fit an envelope loosely, and must be 
enclosed without folding together, = a three- 
cent postage stamp, in a prepaid envelope, and 
directed ~y the ** Pacific Matt List,” io York 
Post Office. The address on the slip of paper 
thus received at the New York Post Office. will 
be entered in its appropriate place in the ‘Pa- 
cific Mail List,”’ which list is printed, and be- 
ing sent by each mailto each and every Post 
Office in Californin, and the Territories of Ore- 
gon and Washington, it will point out to those 
persons whose letters are published therein the 
Post Office to which the letters were sent. A 
person may thus at once receive intelligence of 
a letter that has been sent to a Post Office four 
or five hundred miles away, which otherwise, in 
all probability, he never would have received ; 
he may also change his residence in the Pacific 
region as often as motives of business or pleas- 
ure may dictate, and run no risk therefrom of 
loosing his letters, provided his friends at home 
have thought proper to register the same in the 
**Pacific Mail List.’’ 

Observe, it is‘only the address of the letter 
that must be sent on a slip of paper, together 
with a three cent stamp, in a prepaid 
envelope, to the ‘‘ Pacific Mail List, New York. 
Post Office ;”’ the letter itself must be deposited 
in the mail as usual, precisely as if no such sys- 
tem of registration was in operation. No other 
writing should be on the slip of paper than the 
address of the letter, and the slip should be en- 
closed in the envelope without folding. 

The three-cent postage stamp enclosed in the 
envelope defrays the expenses of publication, 
and must not be pasted but 7 enclosed. 

When sending the address of a letter to the 
‘*Pacific Mail List’’ be careful to name the Post 
Office in the Pacific region to which the letter 
was sent. Instances have occurred in which 
this important point has been omitted. In one 
minute a letter can be registered, and the three- 
cent charge for registration, added to the post- 
age on the envelope sent to the *‘Pacific Mail 
List,’’ makes the total extra cost six cents. Of 
course, when two or more addresses are enclosed 
in the same envelope, and the postage is thereby 
divided, the charge becomes proportionally less;
